The  report,  although  greatly' abbr  iviated,  aino  at  giving  tho  sane 
information  as  has  been  furnished  to  the  Cour.iittoe  in  'previous  yoars. 

A  STATHENT  SHOY/ING  THE  ASSISTANCE  GIVER  TO  THE 

SCHOOL  MEDICAL  OFFICER  HY  NURSES,  11A1TAGERS,  TEACHERS, 

AHD  SCHOOL  ATTUffDAITCE  OFFICERS. 

During  tho  first  month 3  of  the  "ear  1917,  Purse  Pratt  continued  her 
worh  in  tho  Sohoole.  She  then  resigned  and  the  vanar.cy  was  not 

filled  until  October  15th  1917. 

During  the  yoar,  tho  Purses  appointed  made  467  visits  to  tho  hones  of 
ohildron  in  connection  with  infectious  diseases  and  tho  following  up 
of  defects.  I  cannot  recall  a  single  instance  in  which  the  Purses 
persfiadod  the  parents  to  obtain  treatment . 

In  addition,  systematic  inspection  of  the  children  for  cleanliness 
was  carried  out  in  all  the  Schools  in  the  Comity,  3, 179  inspections 

wero  held. 

Rite  and  ped.iculi  wore  found  in  S3  instances,  numerous  nits  in  79, 
and  a  few  nits  in  100.  Dirty  bodies  were  reported  in  10  instances, 
dirty  clothes  in  20  and  bad  footgear  was  noted  on  40  occasions. 

In  my  opinion,  this  is  an  und  e  r  s  t  a  t  on  on  t  of  the  facts. 

Thus,  in  one  school  recently,  tho  School  llodioal  Officer  found  eight 
oases  of  nits  and  pedicull  during  a  medical  ro-inspoction. 

Tho  number  of  dirt"  heads  and  bodies  found  by  the  School  Medical' 
Officer  during  routine  inspections  when  the  parents  are  givon  duo 
notico  of  his  arrival,  is,  respectively,  159  and  19.  It  should  be 
notod  that  the  School  iiodical  Officer  gi vna  dhe  notice  of  hi3  visit 
and  that  his  examinations  are  limited  to.  routine  inspections  and 
ro-lnspections •  It  is  unfortunate  fiat  the  subject  of  pediculosis 
in  children  is  not  of  greater  interest  to  the  nursing  profession. 
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It  affords  a  wide  fiold  for  roooaroh.  The  habits  of  this 
post  are  not  accurately  known.  Its  influence  on  sleep,  nutrition 


and  general  efficiency- are-  *edaroely  appreciated. 


importance  as  a  carrior  of  disease0 
Is  there  any  ground  for  the  oft  repeated  statement  of -parents  that 
some  of  thftfcr  ohildren  breed  lice  and  others  do  not?  Suoh  questions 
might  be  solved  by  an  enthuiaetio  nurse.

Managers  of  schools  and  others  have  continued  as  heretofore 
to  readily  give  assistance  whenever  this  is  ashed. 

Lady  Oodrington,  lire  Hodge,  Hi 33  Harrow,  hiss  Richardson,  Sir 
Arthur  Fludyer,  Lord  Rankoborough,  Lord  Anca3ter,  Colonel  the 


Rowell,  Power,  Rov.  0. Creighton  and  Krs  Compton  have  placed  numerous  loca 
hospital  lottoro  at  my  disposal.  Letters  for  tho  national 
Orthopaedic  Hospital  have  been  most  kindly  given  by  Lord  Ancaster 
for  those  oases  which  are  suffering  from  oevore  deformities  due  to 
infantile  paralysis.  The  Chairman  of  this  Connitteo,  the  Venerable 
Arohdoaoon  Iloore,  kindly  3ent  a  case  of  heart  trouble  to  a 
oonvalesoont  home. 

This  year  I  h.avo  had  no  roport  from  the  Oakham  Care  Committee,  but 

P0- 

from  my  own  ^insmoctions,  I  found  that  of  25  ca  ^s  of  nose  and  throat 
trouble  roforred  to  them,  only  one  obtained  treatment,  and  that  was 
obtained  through  the  agenoy  of  the  County  hodioal  Officer. 

Of  15  oasos  of  bad  eyesight,  only  two  have  received  attention. 

I  have  written  to  all  tho  parents  and  from  20  I  have  roceived  replies. 
Ueven  stated  they  would  liko  the  ohildren  treated  but  could  not 
afford  it,  oloven  objeotod  to  treatment,  ono  denied  the  existence 
of  tho  dofeots  and  one  -was  about  tho  leave  the  Town. 

The  largo  number  of  mersons  objooting  to  troatment  is  noteworthy, 
espeoially  as  theoo  oason  havo  been  visited  by  momboro  of  'the  Oakham 
Core  Comnittoe  and  tho  School  lTurso.  It  is  doubtful  i£  voluntary 
effort  will  be  able  to  oopo  with  tho  stupidity  of  parents,  and  I  am 
therefore,  doubtful  if  the  setting  up  of  oare  committees  throughout 
tho  County  will  offeot  any  great  improvement  in  the  number  of 
ohildren  obtaining  troatnont. 
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^hr>r>T  Attendance  Officers* 

During  the  year  I  have  " T>^e4rrTvV-cailj^'  j^-o<ynnani<jat ion 
School  Attendance  Officore,  19  bolnS  from  tho  Officer  for  the  Oahhan 
Dletrlot,  10  from  the  Ketton  area  and  5  fron  the  Uppingham  District. 

I  have  not  reoolved  a  single  oonntalcatlon  from  the  Olerhs  to  tho 
School  Attondanoe  Oomltteoc  with  regard  to  children  who  are  chronic 
Invalids.  Ddrlng  the  year  I  discovered  one  ohild  who  had  beon  away 
from  sohool  for  years  ffiith  unnotlfled  tuberoulous  disease  of  the 
joints,  another  with  ohronio  endocarditis  and  another  with  supposed 

tuberoulous  poritonitis* 

Prom  your  Dirootor  of  Education's  report  I  quote  as  follows 
•  During  tho  past  year,  12  out  of  every  hundred  children  on  the  bocks 
of  tho  schools  were  absent  every  time  tho  schools  were  opened  " . 

In  view  of  this  statonont  and  the  remarks  1  have  made  as  to  tho 
modioal  aspoct  of  the  question,  re-consideration  of  tho  whole 
system  might  bo  beneficial*

EXTENT  AND  SCOPE  OP  THE  WORK  OP  MEDICAL  INSPECTION 
PERFORMED  IN  TTIE  YEAR  1917. 

1.  The  number  of  visits  paid  to  Schools  and  Departments . 

Every  sohool  in  the  County  was  inspected  and  re-i”speoted 

between  January  1st  and  December  31st  1917. 

218  visits  wero  made  by  the  School  nodical  Officor  to  the  44  ^  j 

different  Schools  and  Departments  as  compared  with  216  in  1916. 

60  of  those  visits  wero  devoted  to  routine  inspections,  26  to  tho 
following  up  of  ringworm  oases,  52  to  re-inspections,  26  to  ths 
examination  of  physically  and  mentally  defective  children,  32  for 
investigating  outbreaks  of  infectious  diseaoo,  13  for  school  attondanoo 
matters  and  2  for  questions  of  sanitation  of  School  premiaes. 

Nino  spooimons  of  hairs  and  two  samples  of  sputum  were  examined 

miorosoopically .

Children  are  e::anined  on  admiosion,  between  the  agoe  of  8 
and  9  years,  on  ‘reaching  thalw- twelfth  birthday,  those  who  nor’:  out 
of  school,  .hours  and  all  who  are  considered  backward  or  delicate  bv

-  'tkaii— >aronto  or  teachers, 

Tho  total  number  of  children  examined  was  948  as  compared  with  944  in 
W16,  1,074  in  1915  ,  848  in  1914,  970  in  1913,  901  in  1918,  900  in 
1911  and  070  in  1910.  As  it  wa2°4til  1916  that  children  between 
the  ages  of  8  and  9  were  Inspected  as  a  natter  of  boutine,  those 
figures  point  to  a  gradually  decreasing  youthful  population,  a  deorea 
Which  is  bound  to  go  on  for  sono  years  to  cone.  The  birth  rate 
has  decreased  alarmingly  in  Rutland  during  the  last  year  and  the  fact 
must  bo  borne  in  nind  in  making  plans  for  tho  future. 

299  of  tho  948  children  examined  were  entrants  or  between  the  ages 
of  4  and  6  years,  363  were  "Intermediates"  between  the  ages  of  8  and  9 
204  were''leavors"  between  the  ages  of  IS  and  14  -ears,  and  81  wore 
spooials .  471  of  the  948  were  boyo  and  477  were  girls. 

In  this  oonneotlon  I  Should  state  that  91  ohlldren  did  not  present 
themselves  for  examination  at  tho  routine  inopootions.  m  37 
instances  tho  parents  wrote  saying  that  they  objected  to  the  oxaninati 
7  boys  were  away  working  on  the  land,  20  were  away  ill  at  tho  time  of 
tho  inspections,  13  had  left  the  County,  1  died  before  the  examination 
could  ta ho  place  and  in  10  no  oauoe  was  forthcoming. 

With  regard  to  tho  37  oases  of  objection,  it  is  interesting  to  observe 
that  as  many  as  86  ooourred  in  Oakham  and  that  only  one  objeotion 

was  received  at  Uppingham  and  one  at  Ketton.

643  ohlldren  wore 'inspeoted  during  the  year,  298  of  those  bring  boys 

and  345  girls.  Althgothor  1,591  children  were  inspeoted  during  the 
3'ear  by  tho  School  llodioal  Officer. 

During  the  -ear  72  ohlldren  who  worked  out  of  aohbol  hours  were 

nodioally  examined,  66  of  these  were  bo-s  and  6  girls.  21  of  these 

ran  errands,  28  worked  on  the  land  or  in  gardens,  19  worked  as  homo 

boys  or  domestic  servants,  8  distributed  papers  and  3  railK. 

10  worked  over  40  hours  a  week,  17  over  30,  14  over  20  and  31  undor  20. 

The  ldmgoat  number  oH  hours  worked  was  60  but  this  boy  was  exempted 

from  sohool  for  farm  work.  He  oarnod  9/-  a  week,'-  ' 
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Ton  of  the oo  ohildron  or  13,7^  woro  bao'-rmrd  In  their  studios. 

Eleven  or  over  IS.Sf,  had  dirt;-  bodies  or  heads,  5  or  3.9^  suffered  from 

enlarged  tonsils  and  adenoids,  4  or  B.8f5  from  bad  oyoolght,  3  or  4*

from  deafness  and  one  from  oaoh  of  the  following: - 

stanuering,  enlarged  glands  and  iothyosis. 

As  will  be  aeon  when  oornarod  with  tho  routine  and  sneoial  groups, 
there  is  no  excess  of  ill  health  to  bo  demonstrated  among  those 
children.  On  the  other  hand,  I  ar.i  oortain  that  children  should  not 
be  allowed  to  work  over  SO  hours  a  wool:  out  of  school  hours. 

Ina  County  li!:e  Rutland,  wor?:  out  of  scliool  hours  has  not  the 
objeotional  features  of  v/or?:  in  cotton  and  other  factories . 

Extent  to  whioh  Disturbances  of  School  Arrangements 
v.ras  Involved  by  tho  Inspections. 

This  has  boan  trifling,  but  in)f clicking  singla  mooned  sohools  tho 
ohildran  have,  when  tho  woathor  permitted,  oontinuod  their  studies 

in  the  playground.  Egleton,  Edith  Weston,  IUdlington,  Piohworth 
and  Cottesmore  Infants. 

During  the  year  the  Board  of  Education  gave  their  consent  to  the  work 
of  routine  inspection  at  tho  Oakham  Soys’  ,  Girls’  and  Infants’ 

School  being  carried  out  at  tho  County  Education  Office,  Burlo^  Rd. 

Attendance  of  Parents. 

65G  of  the  940  children  examined  wore  accompanied  by  ono  or  other  of 
their  parents,  guardians  or  friends,  a  percentage  of  39.4, 

This  is  bho  first  occasion  on  which  tho  attendance  has  sunk  to  below 
70fo  and  is  no  doubt  due  to  the  fact  that  numerous  mothers  are 
employed  on  the  land  and  in  some  instances  perhaps,  to  the 
delay  in  the  postal  delivery  of  letters  of  invitation  to  be  present. 

Clothing. 

Six  children  only  among  the  948  examined  had  bad  or  dirty  clothes,  a 
percentage  of  .60  This  is  a  great  decrease  on  tho  last  two  -ears 
when  3.6:",  and  2.0^  had  faulty  garments.  Togethor  with  children  loft 
over  from  last  year,  10  cases  were  kept  under  observation.  0n  3  no 

report  was  available,  4  were  treated,  one  being  remedied  and  3  improved 

and  3  received  no  treatment. 
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Footgear. 


Eighteen  of  tho  948  examined  had  bad  boots,  a  percentage  of  i.fi 
Three  of  tho  worst  cases  loft  over  from  last  year  were  kopt  undor 
observation.  13  of  the  21  cases  wore  treated,  5  wore  romediod  and 
0  were  irnrovod.  8  wore  not  treated  and  in  2  no  r opart  mao  available. 
The  decided  improvement  in  clothing  and  footgear  recorded  this  'nar 
is  undoubtedly  duo  to  tho  higher  wages  non  paid. 

Cleanliness  of  Hoad* 

798  of  the  948  children  examined  had  clean  heads,  a  percent ago  of  84. 
152  of  tho  94C  or  15^  had  dirt"  heads  sufficiently  infectod  to 

demand  treatment. 

43  of  those  152  children  were  found  at  tho  tino  of  the  routine 
inspootiono  and  re-inspections  to  bo  harbouring  vomin,  a  percentage 
of  4.8.  Together  with  48  cases  left  over  from  last  year,  200  cases 
wore  hept  under  observation  during  the  -oar.  105  wore  treated,  5S 

being  remedied,  37  improved  and  10  wore  unchanged.  39  wore  not 
tree. tod  nna  in  fi5  instances  no  report  was  available* 

The  mother  of  some  children  who  vroro  constantly  verminous  and 
neglected  was  prosecuted  by  tho  rational  Society  for  tho  Prevention 
of  Cruelty  to  Children.  The  School  nodical  Offioor  and  another 
pracititoner  attended  and  -avo  ovidenco.  Tho  magistrates  sentenced 
tho  mother,  mho  was  a  soldier’s  mi fa, to  a  month’s  imprisonmnent  with 
hard  labour.  On  her  return  from  prison  the  nether  left  the  County. 

Cleanliness  of  Eody. 

15  of  tho  948  or  1.58^1  had  dirty  bodies  oh  tho  day  of  inspection. 
Together  with  throe  left  ovor  from  last  year,  20  children  wore  kept 
undor  observation  during  the  year.  Hino  mere  cleansed,  five  being 
improved  and  four  showing  some  improvement,  8  received  no  treatment 
and  for  3  no  report  was  available. 

Improvements  in  lavaijatryi  w^ccomnodation  are  urgently  required  at  tho 
Oakham  Church  of  England  Schools. 

Hutrition. 

893  of  the  948  children  examined  were  of  normal  nutrition,  a  percentage 

of  94.1.  •  (s) 
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55  of*  5.0^  wero  not  troll  nourished.  57  of  then 3  or  3. 9^ 
denanAod  treatment  while  18  or  L.9f1  required  only  abservation. 

It  is  Interesting  to  wboord  the  groat  in^royoment  in  nutrition 
which  has  t  ah  on  plp.oe  since  the  outbrea.1.  of  War. 

In  1914,  11.#  were  below  normal,  in  1913  l#,  in  1912  17.#  and  in 

1911  12.7^. 

It  should  bo  noted  that  the  agricultural  labourer's  wages  have,  in  * 
aono  inate.nooa,  nearly  dov.blod  since  the  Var  brolte  out. 

Together  with  seven  oases  left  over  from  last  -oar,  44  were  j:e-t 
under  observation.  In  five  of  these  no  report  me  available,  EE 
vore  treated,  one  being  remedied,  20  being  in;  roved  and  4  had  undergo* 
no  o nan go •  14  oasos  received  no  troatnont# 

Owing  to  the  hindnoaa  of  .hies  Pinch,  two  children  who  were  oo-sidorod 
to  bo  in  a  pro-tuboroulous  state  wore  l:indly  removed  and  tahon  to 
one  of  tne  ,'jOdgos  in  the  historic  Pari:  of  Burley.  TheTr  laid  on 
flooh  in  the  most  .surprising  way.  It  would  row  ay  the  Authority  to 
provide  treatment  :of  this  nature  for  similar  oaoos. 

Fairly  full  notes  were  tahen  on  51  oases.  32  were  boys  and  19  girls. 

34  of  these  wore  below  normal  in  nutrition  and  17  wore  of  decidedly 

poor  nutrition. 

In  20  of  the  so  or  84.#,  either  one  or  both  .of  the  parents  wore  of 
markedly  poor  physique.  This  figure  oloaoly  approximates  to  that  of 
^lajt  year,  which  r  eoorded  the  apafcllng  percentage  of  60. 
manv  of  these  women  seen  to  be  worn  out  with  oonotant  childbearing.' 

It  is  not  unusual  to  see  a  woman  of  35  with  the  appearance  of  one  of  sc. 
One  instance  strikingly  illustrates  thin.  She  mother  woo  married  at  20 
and  -'.ad  12  ohildron  in  15  gears .  The  husband  was  constantly  laid  up 
with  ohronio  rheumatism  and  uloorated.  logs,  two  of  the  ohildren 
wore  tuberoulous  and  the  others  strongly  disposed  to  tuberculosis. 

In  ao.  ition  to  this  tho  woman  had  numerous  soptio  teeth  and  the 
horning  conditions  wore  unsatiefaotory.  During  her  husband's  illness 
the  amount  of  relief  granted  by  tho  Poor  haw  Authorities  was  1?/-  per 
week.  I!uoh  of  the  unnecessary  suffering  ondured  by  this  family  oould 
have  been  obviated  if  the  Looal  Authorities  would  exercise 
their  powers  in 
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1*  ProvldinS  adequato  diotary  for  the  expeotant  and  nursing 

2.  Supplying  adoquate  domestic  accommodation*? 

3.  Ensuring  s#illod  dental  treatment. 

Poverty  was  found  in  four  instances.  Two  of  these  occurred  in  the 
cane  families  as  last  year.  I  may  rented  you  that  a  nan  had  to 
support  his  wife  and  three  children  on  fi/-  per  week,  out  of  which  2/- 
had.  to  bo  paid  for  rent.  The  case  was  reported  to  you,  to  looal 
residents  and  to  the  Guardians,  but  nothing  was  done.  As  the  children 
were  becoming  weaker  from  lack  of  nourishment,  the  cane  was  brought 
to  the  notioo  of  the  rational  Gooiety  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty 
to  Children*  The  man’s  wages  were,  in  oonoequonco,  raised  to  25/- 
por  woek.  _  The  other  family  consisted  of  0  children  and  the  total 
income  was  10/-  per  week.  It  has  since  been  raised  to  25/-  per  week. 

Two  of  the  poorly  nourished  ohildron  were  premature,  a  percentage  of  3.9 
In  only  one  instanoe,  a  case  of  pernicious  vomiting,  could  any  illness 
on  the  part  of  the  mother  be  considered  to  be  an  influential  factor 
In  the  ohild’s  debility# 

The  method  of  feeding  in  infancy  was  ascertained  in  44  instances. 

23  or  62?$  wore  brought  up  on  the  breaot,  3  or  7?$  on  the  breast 
supplemented  by  the  bottle  and  ID  of*  41?$  artificially. 

It  is  found  as  a  general  rule  that  about  70?$  of  all  hutland  babies 
uro  fed  on  the  breast.  Those  figures  therefore,  point  to  the 
superiority  of  natural  feeding. 

In  7  of  the  10  artificially  fed  ohildron,  oowe  milk  was  supplemented 
by  patent  foods  or  bread  sop.  Condensed  milk  was  not  used  in  a 
single  instance. 

Rickets  woro  only  found  in  4  of  the  51  cases,  a  percentage  of  7.8. 

In  only  one  of  those  was  the  disease  of  much  severity. 

Whooping  cough  waa  the  oause  of  malnutrition  in  one  boy.  Apart  from  thir 
the  infeotious  disease  had  no  oasual  relation  to  the  malady. 

In  8  or  5?$  the  number  of  hours  devoted  to  sleep  was  insufficient. 

In  14  of  the  51  cases,  a  percentage  of  27,  enlarged  tonsils  and 
adenoids  wore  prosont  and  must  be  held  responsible  for  the  faulty 
nutrition.  Evidences  of  rheumatic  Infection  and  serious  dontaj. 
unease  wero  found  in  3  ohildron,  a  percentage  of  5.  In  two  of  tho 
casoB  tuborouloais  was  diagnosed.  EPour  of  the  ohildron  and  one  cf 
the  mothers  worked  out  of  school  hours  and  away  from  hone. 
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It  would  appoar  that  defective  nutrition  is  to  a  ~reat  extent 
inherited  and  that  throat  affections  oxorciao  a  very  definite  influence. ! 


Dental  Disease. 


During  the  year  the  condition  of  each  child’s  teeth  was  carefully 
recorded  au  in  previous  years,  but  the  attention  of  the  Barents 
was  only  called  to  very  severe  conditions  of  dental  caries. 

Tho  reason  for  this  course  is  that  there  are  no  institutions 


available  where  children  can  reoeive  treatnent. 

In  the  Code  groups  there  were  J5C  children  which  worn  included  in  the 
category  Just  mentioned  ar.d  7  specials .  In  addition,  5  children 
woro  3: opt  under  review  from  last  year*  Only  0  of  these  04  received 
treatnont,  5  being  remedied  and  1  relieved  without  benefit  even  though 
treatment  had  been  given.  For  two  children  no  report  was  available. 

I  an  glad  to  say  that  in  a  few  of  tho  schools  the  scheme  for  cleaning 
the  tooth  has  been  continued.  In  others  unfortunately,  it  has  been 
allowed  to  lapse. 

It  is  now  prop o sod  that  you  should  appoint  a  whole  tirio  dontist,  who 
would  3iavo  sufficient  tirio  at  his  disposal  to  inspect  and  troat  tho 


whole  of  tho  children  on  the  registers,  provided  that  50^  of  the 
parents  refuse  to  allow  their  children  to  rooeivo  these  advantages. 
This  is  the  usual  ©xporionce  in  agricultural  Counties. 

If  such  is  the  caso,  the  dontist,  whon  appointed,  will  have  time  to 
dovote  his  attention  to  the  care  of  nursing  and  expootant  mothers. 
This  has  been  done  in  other  areas,  but  30  far,  the  Government 
Departments  have  not  ■  ot  recognised  that  there  is  ouch  a  thing  as  a 
father  and  no  arrangements  are  yet  approved  by  the  Authorities  at 
1/hitehall  for  the  dental  treatment  of  the  male  over  14  ’roars  of  a?e 
unless  he  is  afflicted  with  tuberculosis. 


Enlarged  Tonsils  and  Adenoids. 

ITino  of  the  children  in  the  oodo  groups  suffered  from  enlarged  tonsils 
whioh  required  treatnent  and  whioh  woro  not  complicated  by  the 
prosonoo  of  adenoids.  47  of  the  children  in  the  code  grown s 
suffored  from  a  glight  enlargnmont  of  tho  to-'sils  not  requiring 


operation.  Two  of  the  3peoialo  were  in  a  similar  catogorp. 
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21  or  the  children  in  tho  coda  group  a  required  operations  for 
adanoida  which  v^ere  not  oorrplioatod  by  the  ••rescnce  of  enlarged  tonsils 
and  in  threo  among  tho  spooials  a  similar  diagnosis  was  made* 

Ten  in  tho  coda  groups  and  one  among  the  speoiald  had  a  slight  dogroo

In  5?  of  these  serious  dental  caries  was  present,  a  rather 
higher  percentage  than  would  attain  in  normal  children* 

In  24  a  serious  dogroo  of  nasal  obstruction  was  obvious  to  quito 
easual  ino“>oction*  In  11  tho  speech  wa3  indistinct,  one  of  those 
stammered  badly*  In  11  bronchial  catarrh  wa3  present  and  pulmonary 
collapse  sas  evidenced  by  dulnoss  at  tho  apioeo  and  lininiahod 
breath  sounds  was  noted  in  6  instances. 

In  21  instances  malnutrition  was  recorded.  This  therefore,  occurs 
four  tines  as  c^ncionly  as  anong  nrrnal  children*  In  87  marked  degrees 
of  mouth  broathing  wero  rooorded*  In  20  of  the  98  children  there 
was  soriou.3  educational  retardment.  One  child  va3  mentally  defective, 
one  was  7  --oars  behind,  another  5  years,  another  4  years,  four  3  "ears, 
oight  2  years  and  four  1  wear  the  average  child. 
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Earache  was  note'  in  18  of  the  cases,  otorrhoea  6r  discharge 
from  the  ear  in  4,  and  doafneos  or  a  history  of  deafness  in  28, 

It  should  be  noted  that  only  12  of  these  were  found  to  be  deaf  at 
the  tine  of  inspection,  but  every  case  of  doafnoss  found  this  year  was 
due  to  abnomal  conditions  of  the  throat  and  nose.  In  13  cf  the  98 
oases  a  history  of  growing  Pains  or  other  signs  of  rheumatism  was 
observed.  In  two  instances  rheumatic  disease  of  the  heart  were 
evident.  In  only  one  case,  howevor,  had  there  been  an  attach  of 
typioal  articular  rheumatism. 

Enlargement  of  the  thyroid  was  noticed  in  3  instances,  but  all  these 
casoo  were  females  between  thu  agog  of  12  and  14  years. 

IToofcfcrnal  enuresis  or  bed  wetting  was  noted  in  four  instances. 

These  figures  show  what  an  enormous  amount  of  harm  is  done  to 


children  both  mentally  and  physically  by  neglect  of  treatment  and  it 
is  therefore,  much  to  be  regretted  that  you  decided  not  to  include 
the  ireatnont  of  these  conditions  in  your  scheme. 

The  exact  effect  of  decayed  tooth  on  the  health  of  the  child  is 
unknown,  and  although  a  scheme  of  dental  treatment  as  is  now 
proposed  by  you  is  undoubtedly  right,  it  oannot,  owing  to  th  e  fao£ 
that  such  treatment  should  be  continued  throughout  life,  be  cf  such 
servioe  to  the  school  population  as  the  renodying  of  nasal  obotruotion. 
It  is  proposed  that  this  part  of  the  work  should  be  relegated  to 
Looal  Care  Committees,  who  will  make  use  of  different  institutions 


and  agents.  It  canpot  be  too  widely  known  that  the  modern  treatment 
of  theso  defects  is  the  work  of  a  specialist,  that  recently  the 
operations  have  been  elaborated  and  that  much  of  the  nodical 
Officer f s  time  is  taken  up  in  persuading  the  parents  to  submit  their 
children  to  a  second  operation.  There  is  no  operation  in 
surgery  which  is  worse  performed. 

In  any  case,  I  would  strongly  urge  that  recalcitrant  parents  be 
interviewed  by  the  Iledical  Service  Sub-Committee  and  that  extreme 
oases  be  prosecuted.  In  the  event  of  the  magistrates  refusing  to 

oonviot,  you  and  your  Iledical  Officer  would  rest  assured -that  every

Defective  Hearing  and  Ear  Disease.

There  are  now  two  children  in  Inoti tut ions  for  the  training  of  the 
deaf.

There  wore  0  cases  of  ear  disoaso  among  the  946  children  examined,  a 
percentage  of  0.6.

742  rooomondations  were  nado  for  troatnont.  297  or  40?$  woro  troatod. 
164  wore  ronodiod,  100  Improved  and  in  26  no  chango  was  rooordod. 

389  ohildron  recolbod  no  troatnont  of  any  kind. 

Tho  percentage  of  oases  rooelvlng  troatnont  varies  from  100?$  in  tho 

oase  of  lung  trouble  and  93.7$$  in  cases  of  okin  disease  to  9?!  in 

cases  of  docayod  tooth.  Tho  class  of  cases  which  roocivo  treatment 

are  minor  ailments,  ringworm  and  tuberculosis,  all  of  which  aro  troatod 
hy  tho  Local  Authority. 

Only  53  out  of  193  cases  of  onlargod  tonsils  and  adenoids  rocoived 
treatment  and  only  26  out  of  94  cases  of  dofeotivo  eyesight. 

If  tho  later  figures  be  compared  with  thoso  of  other  authoritios 
some  dogroe  of  complacency  may  bo  regains*.  Thus,  in  Uarwiokshiro, 
with  16  health  Visitors  and  a  school  population  12  times  as  groat  as 
that  of  Rutland,  only  161  oaoes  of  enlarged  tonsils  and  adonoids  woro 
treatod.  In  Sheffield,  another  huge  oontro  with  a  School  Olinio, 
only  279  oasos  woro  treated.  It  seems  certain  by  thoso  figures  that 
no  fora  of  following  up  oither  by  oohool  nursoo  or  oaro  oommittoes 
oan  be  oxpootod  to  yield  any  result  oomparablo  to  the  money  and 
energy  expended.
